those reporters. I'll have * drink 
with them.

. Young s Eisenhower arrived in 
the drab field tent, bis Korean 
home, just in time to hear Gov. 
Adlai Stevenson on short wave 
radio concede the election. 


He sat on an Army cot and 


wrote A short radiogram to his

"Dear Folks:

"My heartfelt congratulations. 


My thoughts were with you all the 
time." 


He signed it "Johnny."

Then he broke out refreshments 


for 16 guests, officers and war cor-

During the campaign the 30-year-

"I sweat a little bit," he recalled, 


"but there never was any parti- 
cular 'anguish. Gov. Stevenson is a 
fine man.

Eisen- 
hower said: "Damn, that adds 
something. Sure I'll see him."

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Personal Magnetism, HSTs 
Antics Helped Ike in Sweep

WASHINGTON — W — General 


Eisenhower won the presidency for 
various reasons which can be re- 
duced to two, one personal, the 
clher political: He was Eisenhow- 
er; and the voters were fed up 
with the Truman' administration. 


The proof of his personal draw- 


ing power was the fact that he ran 
far ahead of his party. His in* 
mense popularity and the public 
confidence in him already estab- 
lished, gave him, an overwhelming, 
advantage from the start. 


Stevenson, unkown outside Illi- 


nois 'until his nomination, had to 
begin his campaign from scratch. 


Even so, Eisenhower's great 


prestige might have been offset 
by the unknown Stevenson, merely 
because he was the Democratic 
candidate, if there had been no 
real issues and the voters were 
satisfied with the Democrats. 


Inherited Issue* 


But Eisenhower inherited a bun- 


dle of issues which the Republi- 
cans had been harping on for 
months or years and which put 
Stevenson in an'even worse spot: 
He was in a defensive position 
from the start 


The Republicans made the most 


of high taxes, high prices, exposure 
of crookedness and flexible ethics 
in the Democratic administration, 
and the stalemated Korean War. 
They stimulated 
further doubt 


about the administration'with their 
endless ckftrges of Communists in 
government. 


Franklin D, Roosevelt, who had 
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shepherded them out of a depres- 
sion and successfully through most 
of World War 11, the people devel- 
oped an amazing confidence which 
they exhibited by electing him 
four times. 


They had less faith in the Demo- 


crats under President Truman, as 
they showed when they had their 
first chance to, which was in the 
congressional electi6ns of 1846. Go- 
ing into that election the Demo- 
crats controlled both houses of 
congress. But the Republicans 
said: "Had enough?" The voters 
apparently thought they didNThey 
elected Republican majorities in 
house and senate. 


Cry "Had Enough?" 


When it came time for the presi- 


dential race in 1948 the Republi- 
cans tried the "had enough?" slo- 
gan. It worked in reverse. After 
watching the Republicans in con- 
gress for two years, the voters 
thought they had enough of them. 
They re-elected Truman and put 
Democratic majorities in both 
houses. 


The problems and complications 


that developed over the next four 
years sapped voter faith in the 
Democrats. "Time for a change," 
the Republicans said in 19S2. It 
was almost as if they had wrapped 
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up in one easy sentence the accu- 
mulated dissatisfactions of many 
people. 


Time for Gunge 


Anyone who took the trouble 


during the campaign to ask any 
numbers of people how they were 
going to vote this year and was 
told "Republican," must have been 
astonished at how often he got the 
same answer when he asked why. 
It was: "It's time we got the 
Democrats out." 


It was a handy and simple way 


of expressing piled-up emotions, 
resentments and reactions. 


And Eisenhower, who had al- 


ready proved his ability to lead 
masses,pf people through great 
dangers, even though his leader^- 
ship was strictly in the military 
field, offered himself a solves of 
problems and a man with a key 
to the future.

Egg-Head, Too, Is Under Spell of 


Emotional Election Choice 


One of the great comr/ionplaces of politics is that the 


ordinary citizen votes according to his ernotions. In one case 
they may reflect overwhelmingly his concern for his pocket- 
book. In another they may mirror discontent over the trials 
of war, over some sort of controls,'over taxes and the like. 


But there seems no reason to doubt that most people do 


vote according to their feelings about things which they be- 
lieve affect them personally. They are seldom moved by ab* 
tract arguments, for example, over whether we are going 
to have more or less prospect of socialism if we vote a cer- 
tain way. 


There are many people who deplore this, who believe that 
voters should be swayed principally by reasoned argument 
about the issues. Certainly candidates must try to offer such 
argument for those who want it. But is it really so wrong 
that the bulk of the electorate takes a pretty elemental view 
of election campaigns? 
* 


In the campaign just concluded, the matters wTiich 


struck to the voters hearts were those of the Korean war, 
maintaining prosperity and the social gains, combatting in- 
flation, eliminating corruption and communism in govern- 
ment, dong something about taxes. 


Though the voters' decisions on these questions were 


deeply tinged with personal emotion, was that bad? Are the 
Issues listed not actually a fairly sound layout of the prob- 
lems confronting us as a people in 1952? 


The emotions may not be such a bad guide after all. And, 


seem an inescapable ruling element in the 
Even the so-called intellectuals are not free 


from the coloring of emotion in their decisions. 


The intellectuals pride themselves th A their actions are 


directed almost .purely by reason. But their performance 
does not support th* claim. For instance, many switched 
horse* in the middte-of'tlMi 1952 campaign with such furious 
energy that it was obvlous-their minds were not then in con- 
trol.

Caught sometimes in an original mis judgment .of a can- 


didate which actually was an emotional attachment-rather 
than a studied view founded on factual-understanding, some 
of these, high-minded citizens stormed at their man when 
it became apparent he was made of flesh and blood. They 
turned away with the bitterness of a woman scorned. If any- 
thing, they were more emotional than tbe .ordinary voter 
whose processes of decision they so often comment upon 
sadly.

Too Effective to Neglect 


It's an old statistic that drivers, rather than their auto- 


mobiles, cause most accidents. The experts agree the best 
way to reduce driver failures is to improve motorists' skill 
at the wheel.

High school training courses have proved their worth 


over two decades. Safety authorities say a youngster thus 
trained is usually far more safety-minded than one who teams 
from friends, or on his own. 


But now the National Safety Council reports that the 


high school training program in the United States has reached 
a standstill. Schools already offering such courses haven't 
cut down, but few new ones are being added. More than half 
of American high school youth is denied driver training un- 
der proper supervision. 


Since the effectiveness of this attack on motoring fatali- 


ties is well established, it ought not to be neglected. There 
are too few reasonably sure methods of coping with what is 
still an increasing problem.

THE DOCTOR SAYS: 


Flourides Cut Tooth Decay; 
Use in Water Recommended 


There are not many people in 


this world who work hard for some- 
thing which will cut down on their 
occupation and reduce their in- 
come. This, however, is exactly 
what the great American dental 
profession is now doing in its cam- 
paign to add a substance to the 
water supply which reduces dental 
decay. 


There are three ways, it is said, 


to reduce the rate of dental depay 
among our people: Hi)'Increased 
emphasis on dtatalWlUi educa- 
tion. (2) Increased emphasis' oo 
dentistry for children. (3) Con- 
trolled fluorldatlon of public water 
supplies. It is the latter which is, 
the subject of today's column. ' 


It was some years ago that fluor- 


des were found to add to the hard- 
ness of teeth. Patient study of the 
effect of fluorides on the teeth was 
then conducted for many years, 
and finally the practical value was 
considered proved and the cam- 
paign was begun to fluoridate the 
public water supply so that tooth 
decay—and incidentally, the work 
of dentists in filling cavities- 
would be decreased.' 
• 


What can be expected by com- 


munities which add fluorides to the 
water? In Newburg, N. Y., which 
instituted fluoridation of its water 


in 1944, there has been a 47 pe 
cent decrease in the rate of tooth 
decay among elementary schoo 
pupils. This figure was obtained bj 
comparing tooth decay of children 
in a neighboring city, Kingston, in 
which the water supplyxwas no 
fluoridated. 


Among those children who drank 


fluoridated water since birth, the 
drop in rate of tooth decay is even 
greater—two-thirds. 


With the overwhelming evideno 


that fluoridating the water suppl 
cuts down on tooth decay, 367 com 
munities, at latest report, are now 
receiving fluoridated water. 


FIND NO SIGN OF HARM 


Curiously enough, this program 


has been opposed in spite of the 
fact that the effect on tooth deca 
is so definite, and that neither the 
medical profession through its con 
stituted agencies, nor the publi 
health profession, has found an; 
evidence that fluoridated water in 
the- concentrations recommendec 
produces any harmful effects on 
those who drink it. 


Some of us who have spent hours 


in the dentist's chair having cavi 
ties filled would be happy to ap- 
prove any method which would cu 
this experience in half.
